UNIONS REJECT WAGE BOARD 


LABOR MEN TD 
TAKE SIMILAR: 
ACTION VOTED 
12 MONTHS: AGO 


San Francisco, Nov. 16.—Refusal of 
various uhion labor organizations’ to 
recognize the Industrial Association’s 
“impartial wage board” began today 


with the Bay Counties Council of Gar- 
penters. Labor leaders predicted that 
the Building Trades Council and af- 
filiated groups which repudiated the 
wage board last year would do so 
again. 

The first meeting of the wage board 
will be held at the City Hall tomor- 
row afternoon, but the carpenters’ un- 
ions will not be represented. 

The carpenters’. council sent a letter 
to Charles F. Michaels, one, of the 
three members of the wage board, 
saying, in part: 

“We: believe in . industrial. peace 
and have worked constantly to‘main- 
tain it, but we deny the right of any 
man or men to determine. our wages 
except the men who employ us and 
then only by mutual consent. Wo did 
not delegate that right to you. A 
great majority of our employers have 
No connection or sympathy with the 
men who did appoint you.” 

Another angle of the labor situa- 
tion “here was furnished by a tele- 
gram sent by the Building Trades 
Council to Samuel Gompers urging 
Gompers to enlist Attorney General 
Daugherty in prosecution of con- 
tractors and “material dealers” com- 
hinations in restraint of trade.” 
Eighty contractors and dealers have 
been held to the Superior Court on 
charges of violating the State anti- 
trust act and the unions’ now seek 
Federal prsecutions under the Sher- 
man Act,

CLASS TAXATION : 


The Wyoming State Highway Department 
will urge the next legislature to tax gasoline 
1 cent a gallon, to, be used ,for construction 
and upkeep of highways. , 

This is following the lead. of other states 
which have placed a similar tax upon gaso- 
line on the theory that the automobile driver 
will receive .compensating benefits. 

This class of taxation is merely ‘‘expedi- 
eney’’ taxation and is not passed on the theory 
of equal taxation, 

In Oregon the tax on gasoline has been 


before the ,last legislature to increase this to 
3 cents. 

A tax investigating committee appointed 
in the: State of Washington to find new meth- 
ods of securing tax revenue, among other 
things, recommended a 3 cents per gallon tax 
on gasoline. The 3-cent measure was killed 
in Oregon and the State Farm Bureau of 
Washington has come out against the pro- 
pose] 3-cent tax in Washington. 

The practice of special or class taxation 
is now go firmly established in this country 
that equal taxation has probably gone into 
the discard forever. We put up with special 
taxes until the special tax becomes so heavy 
that every payment is an actual burden. 

The power of a state to levy a speeial tax 
does not make the proposition right, or in 
any Why weaken the basic principle of our 
government that taxation should be equal: 
The Boston Tea Party proved the ultimate 
necessity of equal taxation rather than spe- 
cial taxation.
